Claim Rejections - 35 XJSC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shore et al. (US 
Patent No. 6,564,193). 

3. In reference to claim 1, Shore teaches a method for advertising through the Internet 
(Abstract), comprising: 

(a) providing a user with access to a service provider server through the internet 
(columns 1,3 & 4, Shore discloses user access to the Internet and accessing a service provider); 

(b) providing said user a menu of internet applications available on the server 
(columns 4 & 5, Shore discloses offering Internet services/applications); 

(c) providing said user a menu of free services that are available on the server 
(columns 3-5 & 7, Shore discloses offering a list or menu of free services); 

(d) providing said user a menu of sponsors of the said free services on the server 
(columns 1,3 & 4, Shore discloses advertisements who offer the free services); 
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(e) receiving information from the user on a selected internet application that said 
user desires to use (columns 1 and 3-5, Shore discloses user selecting a service that the user 
desires to use); 

(f) receiving information from the user on a selected sponsor that offers a free service 
that is available on the server (columns 4 & 6, Shore discloses user incorporating advertisements 
that offers the free service); and 

(g) providing said user with access to use said free service of said selected sponsor 
(columns 4-6, Shore discloses providing user with free service); 

wherein said internet application selected by said user takes on a look and feel of the 
selected sponsor of the free service (columns 4&6, Shore discloses the service taking the look 
and feel of the advertisements). 

4. In reference to claims 2-4, Shore teaches the method of claim 1 . "Official notice" is taken 
that services like data storage, Internet access and e-mail are well known in the art and are 
commonly offered as free services. 

5. In reference to claims 5 and 6, Shore teaches the method of claim 1, wherein step (e) 
further includes receiving personal data from said user in addition to said selection information, 
wherein the personal information provided by said user includes the name, address, country and 
e-mail address of said user (columns 4&5, Shore discloses receiving personal profile 
information, including contact information like name and address (which includes country), and 
email is well known in the art). 
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6. In reference to claims 7 and 8, Shore teaches the method of claim 5. "Official notice" is 
taken that personal profile information is commonly stored in databases by service providers for 
marketing purposes.
